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Nazis Negotiate for Transfers 


Born to Tragedy of War 


Court Will Render 
Verdicts on Three 
Labor Arguments 


Controversies Between CIO 


and AFL Over Meaning 
of National Labor Act to 
Be Settled 
Cases Are Refused 


Tribunal Refuses to Study 


Certain Lower Court Rul- 
ings 


Washington, Oct. 9 UP).—The 


supreme court agreed today to 
pass on three controversies be- 
tween the American Federation of 
Labor and the CIO over interpre- 
tation of the National Labor Re- 
lations Act. 


Acting on approximately 
300 


petitions filed during the summer, 
the court consented: 


To review a decision by the 


United States court of appeals for 
the District of Columbia leaving 
in effect 
a certification 
by the 


labor board of a CIO union as the 
exclusive bargaining agency for 
Pacific coast longshoremen. The 
court of appeals said it did not 
have jurisdiction to pass on the 
controversy. 


To pass on a ruling by the sixth 


federal circuit court denying the 
labor boird the right to place the 
name of only one labor organiza- 
tion (a CIO affiliate) on the bal- 
lot for a run-off election to deter- 
mine collective bargaining repre- 
sentation for 
employes of the 


Consumers Power Company at 
Jackson, Mich. 
The federation 


argued that its affiliate should be 
placed on the ballot 


To review a decision by the 


fifth federal circuit court setting 
aside a labor board order direct- 
ing the Waterman Steamship Cor- 
poration of Mobile, Ala., to rein- 
state a group of employes with 
back pay. They were dismissed 
after changing their membership 
from a federation affiliate to a 
CIO unit. The circuit court held 
the dismissals were for economy. 


These were among the scores 


of 
petitions filed during 
the 


court's summer recess. 


Some Are Refused 


In addition, the tribunal refused 


to review lower court decisions 
sustaining orders by the labor 
board that: 


The Cudahy Packing Company 


must cease recognition of 
the 


Packing House Workers' Union of 
St. Paul, an independent union, at 
its Newport, Minn., plant. 


The Louisville Refining Com- 


pany must bargin collectively with 
the International Association of 
Oil Field, Gas Well and Refinery 
Workers of America. 


The Crowe Coal Company of 


Henry county, Missouri, is under 
the jurisdiction of the labor board 
and must reinstate discharged em- 
ployes. 


The court agreed to review a 


lower court decision sustaining an 
order by the labor board that the 
National Licorice Company of 
Brooklyn must cease dominating 
an employes' collective bargaining 
committee and cancel a wage con- 
tract with it. 


Only one word was usually em- 


ployed by the court in announcing 
its action on petitions for review. 
That was either "granted" or "de- 
nied." Reasons seldom are given. 


Among Other Actions 


Among other actions, the court: 
Declined to pass on an attack 


on constitutionality of a provision 
in the constitutor of the Brother- 
hood of Painters, Decorators and 
Papcrhangers of America permit- 
ting workmen employed by a non- 
resident contractor to charge the 
wage scale prevailing either in the 
Place where the work is done or 
m the place where the contractor 
lives, whichever is higher. 
The 


Provision was upheld by the Fed- 
eral Circuit Court at New York. 


Refused to review a decision by 


the Court of Claims dismissing an 
attack on constitutionality of the 
federal capital stock tax imposed 
by the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act and the 1934 and 1935 rev- 
enue acts. The tax was on the 
value of capital stock as declared 
by corporations. 


Refused to review a decision by 


the Sixth Federal Circuit Court 
setting aside a federal trade com- 
mission order requiring the Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Company to 
<*ase selling tires to Sears, Roe- 
fuck and Co., at "discriminatory" 
Prices. The action was taken un- 
der the 1936 Robinson-Patman an- 
ti-price discrimination act 


Refused to pass on a decision by 
tie Seventh Federal Circuit Court 
holding a group of stockholders of 
Chicago's Central Republic Trust 
j-otnpany, now in receivership, lia- 
°le on a Reconstruction Finance 
J-orporation Loan made to the 
bank while Charles G. Dawes was 
^airman of the bank's board of 
"'rectors and just after he had re- 
t'red as president of the RFC. The 
'mount unpaid when suit was 
started was 156,559,746.

Millions in Germany 


Look for Peace 


Berlin, Oct. 9 </P>—In line with 


one of Adolf Hitler's declarations 
in his Reichstag speech of last Fri- 
day, 
Germany today worked on 


plans for negotiation with the 
smaller Baltic states for immedi- 
ate transfer of German-blood res- 
idents to some section of the 
Reich. 


The chief difficulty appeared to 


be the question of how to recom- 
pense these Germans for property, 
especially real estate, that they 
would leave behind and how to ef- 
fect the transfer of their capital 
assets without embarassing the 
economy and finance of the Baltic 
states on the one hand and Ger- 
many on the other. 


Work on this problem went on 


as authorized sources said they 
had nothing new to add to the 
question of peace or war. They 
said that Hitler had made his 
statement and that now it was up 
to neutrals and the belligerents 
on the other side to make the next 
move. 


Many of Germany's millions be- 


lieved peace was just around the 
corner. 


Task In Poland 


In his Reichstag speech Hitler 


said Germany's most important 
task in Poland was establishment 
of "a new order of ethnographic 
(racial) conditions, that is to say, 
resettlement of nationalities." The 
problem, however, was not re- 
stricted to Poland, he added in de- 
claring that "the east and south of 
Europe is, to a large extent filled 
with splinters of the German na- 
tionality, whose existence ""they 
cannot maintain." ~ 


Reich officials estimated there 


were 60,000 Germans in Latvia, 
15,000 to 20,000 in Estonia and 
40,000 in Lithuania, the countries 
under immediate consideration for 
repatriation 
negotiations. 
Some 


German families were said to have 
moved to the Reich without wait- 
ing for official settlement of the 
problems involved. 


Latvia, it was understood, esti- 


mated the value of possessions in 
German hands there at 1,500,000,- 
000 Reichsmarks (about $600,- 
000,000). 


The question of 
transferring 


Germans in Soviet Russia would 
be taken up considerably later, it 
was intimated. 


(Dispatches from Riga, Latvia, 


Saturday told of a German request 
for Latvian consent to removal of 
Germans. It was understood Lat- 
via would not refuse but might 
require a treaty covering the 
transfer. 


(A dispatch from Tallinn, Esto- 


nia, today said that two German 
steamships had arrived to help in 
removing Germans and that a 
German commission was en route 
there to discuss details of the re- 
patriation program. 


(Bucharest 
dispatches 
pub 


lished in Budapest said secret dis- 
cussions relative to transplanting 
of southeastern European minori- 
ties to western Poland or Czecho- 
slavakia had been conducted for 
several weeks by the Reich and 
Balkan nations.) 


Authorized sources meanwhile 


said that Finland's relations with 
Russia were no German concern. 
Questions raised by Russian Pre- 
mier-Foreign Commissar Vyaches- 
laff Molotoff's invitation to the 
Finnish government to send a 
plenipotentiary 
for 
negotiations 


were said to be solely "problems of 
neighborly relations which really 
do not concern Germany." 


(Reports from Moscow Sunday 


night said Finland was seeking 
diplomatic aid of both Sweden 
and Germany to forestall any "ex- 
cessive" demands from Russia. 
Sweden denied receiving such a 
request.) 


Duchess to Establish 


Convalescent Home 


Paris, Oct. 9 cat.—The French 


government was understood to- 
day to have approved a plan of 
the Duchess of Windsor to 
establish a convalescent home 
for British officers in her Ri- 
viera chateau at Cap D'Antibes. 
The Windsors, it was said, 


will pay expenses of equipping 
the home and meet operation 
costs expected to amount to ap- 
proximately $75,000. 


The duchess was believed to 


be planning to be hostess to the 
first group of British wounded. 


On a recent trip to the 


Riviera, she selected nurses for 
the home. The British army 
will supply physicians.

Culver City, Calif., Oct. 9 UP>— 


Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz sought 
Prosper Reiter, Luxumbourg con- 
sul, for questioning today after an 
anti-gambling raid on the hilltop 
mansion which housed the tiny na- 
tion's consulate. 
Reiter reportedly was "week- 


ending out of town" when a sher- 
iff's squad seized two men guard- 
ing a steel gate to the 77-acre 
wooded estate and paid a surprise 
Sunday-afternoon call at the pre- 
tentious dwelling. 


The officers ordered 200 persons, 


most of them women, to leave, and 
arrested four men described as 
card dealers on charges of violat- 
ing a-county gambling ordinance. 
They later were released on 5250 
bail each. 
Capt. George Contreras, who 


headed the raid, said he had cited 
John F. Garrison, chancellor of the 
consulate, to appear Friday with 
Reiter for questioning. He quoted 
Garrison as saying: 


"We rented 
this house for a 


year—at $250 a month — several 
months ago to entertain the grand 
duchess, who was to come for a 
visit. We also were to entertain 
Prince Felix and his son, who re- 
cently were in Washington. But 
neither the prince nor the grand 
duchess came out." 
Contreras said Secretary 
of 


State Hull had informed Biscailuz 
the United States had no diplo- 
matic treaty regarding consulates 
with the Duchy of Luxembourg, 
and that therefore the consulate 
was not entitled to immunity. The 
officer said he would file a gam- 
bling complaint against Reiter. 


He added that the 200 patrons 


were crowded around dice, chuck- 
a-luck and poker tables Bingo and 
tango games were in progress, he 
said.

hookup. 
Political circles considered it 


probable the premier had decided 
to reply to Adolf Hitler's Friday 
Reichstag speech in which he ex- 
pressed a desire for peace on Ger- 
man terms. 
Formal peace proposals have 


not been presented 
to 
France, 


however. 


(Nazis in Berlin said after Hit- 


ler's speech that his peace pro- 
posals would be given no more 
formal character.) 


St. Louis Begins Work Upon Memorial 
To Cost 30 Million; Will Honor Jefferson 


St. Louis, Oct. 9 W>—Actual 


work of clearing the historic St. 
Louis riverfront for a $30,000,000 
memorial to Thomas Jefferson 
started today. 
It was a dream of 30 years 


come true. 
Wrecking 
operations 
were 


launched following a brief cere- 
mony, presided over by Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, an ardent 
advocate of the project through 
years of legal battles over ob- 
taining the property, bond elec- 
tions and even bitter congression- 
ni debate. 


The site of the gigantic project 


—to be known as the 
Jefferson- 


National Expansion Memorial—is 
a 40-square-block area covering 
79 acres in what was the heart 
ot commercial St. Louis in steam- 
lx»t days. 
. 


Once it was a busy neighbor- 


hood—now it is town. 


The first block to be razed con- 


tains the place where Pierre 
Laclede landed when he founded 
the city in 1764, but only aban- 
doned buildings now mark this 
and the starting place of the 
Lewis-Clark expedition. 


Except for the occasional rum- 


bling of a train or the infrequent 
roar of a truck on the steep, nar- 
row cobblestone streets, there 
have been few signs of life in 
recent years. Yet the 
present 


business district is only a stone's 
throw away. 


The government will pay threa- 


fourths of the cost of the project 
and maintain it. 
A $7,500,000 


bond issue voted in 1935 will pro- 
vide the remaining one-fourth. 


The design for the memorial 


has not been decided upon, but 
it is expected to center around a 
massive statue of Jefferson, author 
of the Louisiana 
purchase. 
A 


cathedral, the first stone building 
and a few other landmarks will 
remain. 


Offensive Nears 


Paris, Oct. 9 Iff*—French mili- 


tary sources said today German 
forces had taken the offensive in 
limited areas along the western 
front. 


The action, these sources said, 


apparently was designed to take 
prisoners to question for informa- 
tion as to French military strength 
and plans. German attacks were 
reported near Saarlouis, Saar- 
bruecken and along the Nied 
river. 
Units of the French tank corps 


were given credit for turning back 
German attempts to retake cap- 
tured positions inside Germany. 


German artillery fire and in- 


creased patrol skirmishes reported 
from Saarbruecken west to Luxem- 
bourg led French military ob- 
servers to predict a possible big- 
scale Nazi offensive soon against 
that section of the Magmot Line. 


In Paris the war council an- 


nounced the arrest yesterday of 
26 of 72 former communist-depu- 
ties on charges of violating the 
decree dissolving the communist 
party and forbidding communist 
propaganda. 


. Based on Letter 


The arrests, it was said, were 


based on a letter sent to Edouard 
Herriot, president of the chamber 
of deputies, urging convocation of 
parliament for debate of "immed- 
iate peace." 
Sixteen of the deputies were 


arrested in Paris. The others, 
taken into custody in the prov- 
inces, are being sent to the cap- 
ital.Observers said their predictions 
of an early Nazi offensive were 
strengthened by the let-up of 
heavy rains in the fighting zone 
and reports that German veterans 
of the Polish invasion were being 
stationed in great numbers in the 
Saarland facing the French line. 


A French communique today 


said fighting was concentrated in 
two sectors, one south of Saar- 
bruecken, which has been under 
constantly increasing French pres- 
sure, and another about six miles 
west of Saarbruecken in the lower 
Nied river valley. 


The French earlier had asserted 


their troops repulsed a series of 
German "surprise attacks" east of 
the Moselle river. 


French newspapers continued to 


reiect 
Adolf 
Hitler's 
"peace" 


offer. 


"There is only one reply to Hit- 


ler, and that is with cannon," 
declared Le Figaro. 


Russia's move into Baltic affairs 


and reports that the Soviet army 
planned to build a "Magmot" line 
facing Germany along the frontier 
laid down in conquered Poland by 
the two countries were held up as 
examples of distrust underlying 
the German-Russian agreement. 


Political sources said Premier 


Daladier had made no plans for 
replying to Hitler's speech.

U. S. Health Service 


Gets Odd Questions 


Supply Liberal Education 


In Hitman Curiosity. 


WASHINGTON.—Letters to the 


United States public health service 
provide a liberal education in hu- 
man curiosity, ignorance and cre- 
dulity. Recently the public health 
service made a detailed analysis of 
necrly 10,000 letters it had received, 
requesting or ottering information 
on the general subject oJ health, 
and in its decorous, objectively, 
scientific way, marveled at the re- 
sults. 


Of the 9,795 letters analyzed, the 


largest number—1,372—came from 
New York state, Pennsylvania run- 
ning second with 806, The District 
of Columbia was third with 532 and 
Illinois fourth with 515. Far down 
the scale were Nevada with six let- 
ters, Delaware and Wyoming with 
16 each, and Vermont with 19. 
From foreign countries, presumably 
including American territorial pos- 
sessions, came 133 letters, and sev- 
en were listed as of unknown origin. 


Many of the letters are entirely 


proper, asking specific or general 
information on the subjcc: of pub- 
lic health, and providing interesting 
clues to national interest in health. 
But others offer sure cures for dis- 
eases, usually for large sums of 
money, and still others request in- 
formation which the health service 
is unwilling or unable to give. 


Some of the questions asked con- 


cern the susceptibility of a human 
being to rabbit fur; how to get rid 
of germ-phobia; are there drafts, 
besides in a store; the age of the 
youngest human mother; how to 
preserve life; the use of dried 
chicken gizzard or of honey in the 
treatment of cataracts; the food 
and health value of barracuda, and 
so on. 


A cure for epilepsy was offered by 


a telephone lineman so excited by 
his discovery that he was unable to 
keep his mind on his work, while 
another scientific pioneer found that 
crickets, inadvertently eaten by 
cows, 
caused infantile paralysis 


when milk from those cows was 
drunk.

Magnesium in 


Great Demand 


Available Supply Short of 


Present Requirement! 


Of Industry. 


WASHINGTON.-Increasing 
de- 


mand for magnesium, competitor of 
aluminum, is now reported to be in 
excess of the available supply, and 
plant extensions are predicted. The 
present capacity In the- United 
States is about 3,000 short tons. 


"A cubic foot of aluminum is one- 


third the weight of a cubic foot of 
structural steel, but a cubic foot 
of magnesium weighs only two- 
thirds as much as aluminum," says 
the National Geographic society. 


"Magnesium costs 40 per cent 


more per pound than aluminum, but 
because of its lighter weight, the 
cubic foot of magnesium would cost 
slightly less than the cubic loot of 
aluminum. 


"One-twelfth of the earth's crust 


Is aluminum, but magnesium can 
be obtained from sea water which 
covers twice the land areas. All 
domestic magnesium today comes 
from Michigan brine wells, but mag- 
nesium compounds arc being pro- 
duced in the United States today 
from sea water. 


"Magnesium possesses many of 


the qualities which have made 
aluminum valuable to industry; it 
can be machined as are other met- 
als; it can be hammered into shape, 
drawn into wire, or extruded into 
various forms. 


Used In Airplanes. 


"Because of its lightness, mag- 


nesium has been entering more and 
more into airplane construction, this 
industry consuming about 70 per 
cent of the magnesium castings pro- 
duced. These are mostly alloys of 
magnesium and aluminum, the al- 
loys being stronger than either 
metal separately. Extended use of 
magnesium ean reduce the weight 
of an airplane almost 200 pounds. 


"To armament and self-sufficiency 


programs are ascribed the in- 
creased world production ol 18,000 
tons, of which Germany produced 
10,000 tons, according to estimates 
of the U. S. bureau of mines. It 
is today the lightest structural metal 
commercially available. 


"Government scientists predict 


the greater use of magnesium in 
the manufacture of motor cars, 
buses, trucks and trailers, in line 
with the present trend toward the re< 
duction of the weight of these prod' 
ucts. Domestic resources, in their 
opinion, can supply an expanding 
demand without increase in price. 


"Nowhere is magnesium found as 


a metal; it occurs only in its sev 
eral compounds. The sulphate, ep- 
som salts, was discovered in 1695, 
but the rnctal itself was not iso- 
lated from the known compounds 
until 1808, thus antedating alumi- 
num by about 16 years. Commer- 
cial production did not begin in the 
United States until 1915. 


"Because of its unusual qualities, 


magnesium is already being used 
in widely varied products; it is 
used in vacuum-sweepers and also 
in bread-slicing and bread-wrapping 
machinery; in reel magazines for 
motion picture cameras, pneumatic 
tools, and needle bars in the textile 
industries; in binoculars and in op- 
tical lens-grinding forms, in light- 
weight radio equipment—and in fire- 
works. 


Compounds Important. 


"Far more important from a ton- 


nage standpoint than the metal it- 
self are the compounds. These are 
used in making cement and stucco, 
in plaster board and partition tiles, 
in insulating materials; also in 
fertilizers and in large quantities 
for furnace linings in the metals 
industries. 


"The 
most common form is the 


carbonate, 'magncsite,' which is 
mined in many places. 
The only 


commercial sources in the United 
States are in California and Wash- 
ington, \\hich together yield 200,000 
short tons 
a year, valued at 


$1.500,000. 


"Russia is the largest producer of 


magncsite, but exports little. The 
principal exports have come from 
the Austrian region of Germany, 
and from China and Greece. The 
largest exports have gone to Japan. 
During the \Vorld war the price of 
magnesite jumped from $20 a ton 
to $50. 


"In 1S35, in the stratosphere 


flight of the National Geographic 
society-army air corps balloon, Ex- 
plorer II, the observer and pilot, with 
a ton of scientific apparatus, were 
enclosed in a nine-foot spherical 
gondola. It was made of an «Uoy 
of more than 95 per cent pure mag- 
nesium, 4 per cent aluminum, and a 
small amount of manganese. The 
shell was only three-sixteenths of 
an inch thick. Every pound saved 
in weight, it was estimated, enabled 
the balloon to ascend an additional 
15 feet."

FIRE PREVENTION 


Annual Fire Prevention Week begins this 


year on October 8. Observance is to be car- 
ried out largely by giving more publicity to 
the total cost of fires yearly and to the vari- 
ous means of preventing them. That there is 
great need of such a period of special em- 
phasis and education is found in the figures 
covering estimated fire damage in 1937 and 
193S. 
In the latter year it had risen $11,- 


000,000. 


This is not a matter to leave to the local 


fire department. It is a responsibility shared 
by every householder and every individual. 
Most fires are needless. Caution and com- 
mon sense would prevent them. Much advice 
will be given the public during this Fire Pre- 
vention Week. It would be a good idea to 
take notes and then obey instructions. 


THE COMMUNIST HORDE 


The fate of Europe is now thought by 


many observers to have passed from the 
hands of Hitler into the hands of Stalin. So 
the world's eyes turn from Berlin to the 
Kremlin in Moscow, and from the Nazi troops 
that have crushed Poland to the Red Army 
that has taken what it wanted of Poland 
without 
fighting.

It is a strange and perhaps fateful portent 


—that Russian army. The very size of it is 
overwhelming. Melvin K. Whiteleather, As- 
sociated Press correspondent writing from 
Brest-Litovsk, estimates that nearly 2,000,- 
000 Russian soldiers are already in Poland 
and that there must be more than 5,000,000 
in the whole army. It is unlike any other 
army with which western nations are fa- 
miliar. 


The soldiers, the correspondent says, look 


as if they were about three-fourths Asiatic 
and one-fourth European. The army, too, is 
"Asiatic" in its tremendous man-power, in 
the number of horses used for hauling and 
cavalry, in the comparative lack of motorized 
infantry and specialized mechanical units. 
There is heavy modern artillery drawn by 
tractors, but the anti-tank guns are horse- 
drawn. Horses haul the supply trains. The 
infantry is not motorized, and so proceeds 
slowly. The army leaves a trail of broken- 
down machinery, for the Russians are bad 
mechanics. 


Army discipline is largely voluntary and 


informal. There are very few officers and 
no generals. Nobody seems to give orders. 
There is no compulsory saluting, no evidence 
of class distinctions. Military officers are con- 
trolled by political leaders. There are many 
women in the army, in all sorts of capacities, 
often marching and fighting along with the 
male units. 


Here seems to be a sort of modernized ver- 


sion of the Huns of Attila or the Golden 
Horde of Genghis Khan. 


Turkeys arc plentiful this year and should 


be cheap.

GARDENING GOES ON 


We borrow this passage from a current 


pardoning page, in the belief that many 
readers who have had their minds on more 
tragic things lately will appreciate it. 


"October is the best time for fall sowing. 


There will be a fine lot of very early flowers, 
and these first plants can be pulled up after 
they have bloomed, to make way for spring 
planting. Poppies, Baby's Breath, Larkspur, 
Cornflower, Phlox, Sweet Alyssum, Sweet 
Peas, Pansies, Cosmos and many others may 
be sown. 


"October is the best time, also to put 


things in order. All the stalks should be 
pulled up and thrown on the compost heap. 
The ground should then be spaded and plenty 
of plant food dug into the soil. The garden 
passes the winter in either of two ways.' The 
easier plan is to leave the surface rough, so 
frost, wind and sun will break up the clods 
and sweeten the soil. 
The second plan is 


even better. It is to plant a 'cover crop' of 
rye, winter wheat or Sudan grass immedi- 
ately. This green cover will be ready to 
spade under in the spring and is a wonder- 
ful help in making the garden fertile next 
summer." 


There will be another spring and summer, 


never fear, in spite of wars and rumors of 
wars. 
Life goes on. "While the earth re- 


maineth, seedtime and harvest, and cold and 
heat, and summer and winter, and day and 
night, shall not cease."

PREVENTING rVOIlRHOEA 


In former days it was thought that it was nat- 


ural as people grew old that the teeth should be- 
gums. At thc same time rheumatism, stiff joints, 
come loose in thc gums and fall out due to pus in 
and muscular pains were also supposed to be a part 
of the aging process. 
Today it is known that pyorrhoea may start at 


any time in life, even in childhood when arches are 
narrow and temporary teeth nrc lost too early. 


In his little book, The Teeth and Thc Mouth, Dr. 


Leroy L. Hartman, Professor of Operative Den- 
tistry, Columbia University, says that the first stage 
in pyorrhoea is an inflammation o[ thc gums im- 
mediately surrounding the teeth. Because the body's 
resistance has been lowered in some way, thc organ- 
isms in the mouth (which are harmless in a normal 
mouth) invade or enter the gums in an unhealthy 
mouth and set up an inflammation. If thc condition 
causing the lowered resistance—infection, insuffic- 
ient food, tartar accumulations, jagged edges or 
crowns, broken teeth—is removed, the gums will 
become healthly again and be able to withstand the 
organisms normally present in the mouth. 


If the cause is not removed and the inflamed 


gums are neglected, then the second stage—active 
pyorrhoea—follows. "If food is permitted to con- 
tinue wedging down upon the gum tissue or some 
other form of irritation continue, the fires ol the 
membrane helping support the tooth in its socket 
will gradually permit of a greater movement ot the 
teeth than normal. Thc abnormal stress on this 
membrane when the teeth are brought together will 
cause a breaking down of thc bony process, the 
blood supply is unable to pass normally through the 
tissues and infective organisms easily get the upper 
hand If this continues, the third stage of pyorrhoea 
is finally reached and there will be a general move- 
ment of the teeth around thc mouth in what are 
practically pus pockets. "The effects from those pus 
pockets usually are responsible for a tired and 
sleepy feeling, heart diseases, rheumatism, and 
some forms of nervousness." 


The prevention of pyorrhoea is brushing the 


teeth regularly with soap and water and having 
your dentist clear off the tartar, correct faulty con- 
tacts between the teeth, and fill all cavities.

Any other course would be con- 
trary to international custom and 
tradition and might even render 
him vulnerable to accusation* of 
partiality. 


Whether the British and French 


will accept mediation or whether 
they will agree to an armistice 
except on terms they themselves 
specify is something else again. 
But, when either belligerent in a 
war indicates a desire for an 
armistice, it is the humane duty 
of neutral nations to take the 
initiative in proposing peace. 


President Wilson, even 
before 


there was any indication from 
Germany, sought to mediate 
in 


the last World War and repeated- 
ly made statements 
of possible 


peace terms in the hope of bring- 
ing about an armistice. The en- 
tire neutral world supported 
his 


efforts then and the whole world 
would do likewise for President 
Roosevelt today. 


The British and French are 


quite capable of deciding 
for 


themselves whether they will ac- 
cept an armistice now. They may 
ask for certain guarantees as a 
prerequisite to the cessation of 
hostilities. The discussion qf .a 
basis for an armistice may go on 
for several days or weeks pend- 
ing the attainment of a formula, 
but the United States 
govern- 


ment, as impartial instrumental- 
ity for the forwarding or receiv- 
ing of armistice proposals, need 
not participate at all in discus- 
sion of the merits of the terms. 


Herr Hitler has, for the mo- 


ment, the upper hand. He has 
indicated that Germany does not 
want a continuance of the 
war. 


He has outlined the kind of peace 
he wants to see in Europe, and, 
while it is not to the liking of the 
allies, the British and French will 
find it hard to justify 
before 


world opinion a summary rejec- 
tion of mere discussion.

Certainly Herr Hitler 


has painted accurately the picture 
of what happens in a prolonged 
war and how no nation emerges 


a victor when economic ruins u« 
surveyed. 


But, if Heir Hitter thinks « 


peace conference meant surrender 
by Great Britain and France and 
that he doe* not have to nuke 
any concessions, then a "peace" 
conference would appear to be 
merely a simple means of arrang- 
ing for the capitulation of the al- 
lies. The British prime minister, 
who is expected this week to 
answer the Hitler speech of last 
week, will doubtless prescribe the 
conditions under which Britain 
and France would lay down their 
arms and talk. What might such 
conditions be? 


First of all, the British and 


French may insist on a restoration 
of the Polish 'state—they can 
hardly do otherwise. They nay 
ask also for a restoration of 
Czecho-Slovakia. 


Second, the allies must ask for 


some form of guarantee against a 
recurrence of the crises that have 
caused expensive mobilizations to 
be ordered in defense against Ger- 
man coercive threats. This really 
is the crux of the whole armistice 
idea. The British might even with- 
hold all other terms and might 
make a general promise to discuss 
everything, from a rearrangement 
of the colonial question to new 
territorial arrangements in Africa, 
but, above all, there must be a 
guarantee. 


Herr Hitler, in a dramatic ges- 


ture, may offer to resign and with- 
draw, leaving to Marshal Goering 
the supreme command. He may 
offer disarmament as part of a 
plan for a new form of collective 
security in Europe. But, at this 
moment, it is plain he wants to 
start a peace discussion. The allies 
can lose nothing by falling in with 
these tactics because delay works 
to the benefit of the British and 
French in a military and naval 
sense. 


Once an armistice is agreed 


upon, however, the chances of a 
resumption of hostilities might be 
remote. For it is just as true today 
as it was last August that the 
peoples of Britain, France and 
Germany want peace and are will- 
ing to make sacrifices of pride and 
possession to achieve it. The whole 
world is rapidly coming to feel 
that there must be some way to 
bring reason to bear upon all bel- 
ligerent leaders and to impress 
them with the realistic facts of 
the last war that impositions of 
physical force do not lead to en- 
during peace. Civilization yearns 
once more for some other means 
of correcting treaty injustices and 
creating economic opportunities as 
between the "have" and the "have 
not" countries than the slaughter

WASHINGTON.— Despite the new 


factor of air power in naval war- 
fare, battleships still are believed 
to be the backbone of the navy In 
every "big navy" country of the 
world. 
A survey shows that al- 


though Great Britain has the larg- 
est navy, her shipyards are work- 
ing night and day to increase the 
number of her capital ships by about 
50 per cent The same Is true o' 
France, except that France seeks to 
add even more, about 90 per cent 


Italy's shipyards are found to be 


working to double the number of 
her battleships. The German navy 
seeks to add about half again as 
many as that country now has. 


Less Vulnerable to Attacks. 


The great strides that have been 


made in recent years to make such 
ships less vulnerable to attacks 
from the air are believed a prime 
reason for this situation, Rear Ad- 
miral V/illiam C. Watts, new com- 
mandant of the Great Lakes Naval 
Training station, asserts. 


This surge of reliance on the larg- 


est of the fighting ships is even 
more significant when the rising cost 
of these great floating fortresses is 
considered. 


According to Capt. Jonas Ingram 


of the United States navy, "Of all 
combatant ships the battleship is the 
only one designed to stay and 'take 
it.' Nothing else is tough enough." 
For that reason, battleships must 
keep pace with the increasing ef- 
fectiveness of shellfire and aerial 
bombs. Regardless of cost they 
must have such heavy armor and 
so many separate watertight com- 
partments that they are virtually 
unsinkable. 


Cost Mounting Steadily. 


The battleships the United States 


is building today each cost 16 times 
as much as the American battle- 
ships built 30 years ago, and the 
cost is steadily mounting. The to- 
tal tonnage of the latest type of 
American battleship under construc- 
tion is 45,000 tons. Its main bat- 
teries w:ll carry 16-inch guns, and 
its anti-aircraft guns have been 
upped in caliber from three inches 
to five inches.

First Book in English 


Printed on Continent 


The flrst English book ever print- 


ed was not printed in England, but 
somewhere on the Continent, about 
1474, according to the Montreal Her- 
ald. William Ca::ton, a Kentish born 
apprentice to a rich London cloth 
merchant, went to Bruges, to work 
at his U-ad' 


Caxton btc-tre a prominent man, 


educated himsell, and translated 
from French Into English a book ol 
stories called "fiecuyell of the His- 
tories ol Troy.' ("Recuyell" means 
collection). The duchess ol Burgun- 
dy, who w?s an Englishwoman, liked 
it so-much, and so many other peo- 
ple wished to read it that he soon 
tired of making hand-written cop- 
ies, and decided to learn the new 
and wonderful art of printing. This 
was the first book he printed. 


The first book known to be printed 


In England was, "The Dictes and 
Sayings ol the Philosophers." It was 
translated from the French by Earl 
Rivers, revised and printed by Cax- 
ton who added a chapter and a pro- 
logue. He had set up the first Eng- 
lish printing press not far from the 
west door of Westminster Abbey, in 
* house known as the Houss of tb° 
Red Pale, from the sign which he 
set over it 


From his house Caxton sent out 


the first printed advert-'sements 
known in England, "If it please any 
men spiritual or temporal," he says, 
to buy a certain book, "let him come 
to Westminster in to the Almonry at 
the Red Pale, and he shall have 
them good cheap." The advertise- 
ment, which is given in "Marshall's 
History of English Literature," end- 
ed \vith some Latin words which 
may be translated, "Please do not 
pull down the advertisement,"^-

Tree of Jesse 


Jesse, the father of David. Is often 


regarded as the first in the geneal- 
ogy of Jesus Christ Hence the de- 
sign representing the descent of 
Jesus from the royal line of David 
is called a tree of Jesse. From a 
recumbent figure of Jesse springs a 
tree bearing in its branches the 
chief figure; in the line of descent 
and terminating in the figure of 
Jesus, or of tae Virgin and Child. 
The design was formerly a favorite 
ecclesiastical ornament and is de- 
picted in the cathedrals at Laon, 
Amiens and Chartres.
